NEW YORK, July 20.—Chemis- 
try can prove that the blood of a 
chimpanzee or an orangutan is 
more closely related to human 
blood than to the blood of com- 
mon monkeys, Dr. H. Gideon Wells 
told students at the summer ses- 
sion of Columbia University yes- 
terday.

SAYS WAY IS LEAR 
FORBROGE TRADE 


Two Changes in Chamber 
of Commerce Bill He As- 
serts, Remove Objections 


He Raised in 1922. 


HIS FIRST OPINION 


NOW MADE PUBLIC 
Given to Mayor Upon Re- 


quest, Accompanied by 

Statement of His Present 

Views. 

When the bridge exchange plan 
was in preparation, more than four 


years ago, Glendy B. Arnold, coun- 


sel for the Chamber of Commerce, 
gave an opinion setting forth what 
he believed to be a serious legal 
obstacles to the consummation of 
the plan. 

This important opinion which 
Arnold and others in possession of 
it have consistently refused to give 
to the public since the promulga- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce 
bridge trade ordinance, was made 
public today by Mayor Miller. Ad- 
nold, with permission of Chairman 
Harry Scullin of the chamber’s 
Terminal Committee, and in re- 
sponse; to the Mayor’s written re- 
quest, gave a copy to the Mayor re- 
cently to show the way, in Arnold's 
opinion, by which the legal obstacles 
could be overcome. 

Arnold, in his opinion given four 
years ago, held that: 

“As the railroads are mere 
lessees of the (Eads) bridge and 
tunnel, and as the lease requires 
them to operate those properties, 
and does not permit of their alien- 
ation, the city’s use of said prop- 
erties, coupled with a permanent 
suspension of the rranchise to take 
tolls from the public and rentals 
from the railroads, for their use 
of the bridge, would constitute a 
violation of the lease and would 
give to a discontented stockholder 
the legal right to frustrate the ar- 
rangement. This because the per- 
manent suspension of the fran- 
chises would result in their total 
loss by the bridge company. With- 
out the franchises, the bridge 
would become valueless to its own- 
ers.”’ 

Attorney Arnold, in a letter writ- 
ten to Mayor Miller recently, said 
that two suggestions, made by him 
and adopted by the Chambei of 
Commerce committee, with the as- 
sent of the railroads, and incor- 
porated into the proposed _. ordi- 
nance, had met his objections. 

“A way was worked out,” he 
said in his recent létter, “whereby 
the legal objections were obviated, 
and the.city fully protected against 
any possible miscarriage of the 
plan.” 

Holds These Changes Vital. 
The two changes which, Arnold 
now says, have met his original ob- 

jections, are: 

(1) A provision that the or- 
dinance shall not become binding 
on the city or on the railroads 
until approved by act of Con- 
gress. 

(2) A provision that, :f the 
railroads are prevented in any 
unforeseen way from giving the 
city the use of Eads Bridge and 
tunnel, they shall pay the city a 
rental for their use of the 
Municipal Bridge. 

Both the original opinion, set-+ 
ting forth Arnold's objections of 
several years ago, and Arnoid’s re- 
cent letter, stating that the objec- 
tlons have been met, were made 
public by the Mayor. 

In his stateinent in behalf of the 
Chamber of Commerce committee 
several years ago, Arnold said, as 
to the provisions then proposed fr 
the exchange of use of the bridges: 

“These provisions do not express- 
ly give to the city or recognize its 
right to make the Eads Bridge a 
free highway, the primary objective 
of this committee, and the most 
important need to the city involved 
in these negotiations, and, I may 
add, the chief inducement to the 
people to make the liberal grants 
desired by the railroads. The coin- 
mittee does not think it possible 
that the people will ever ratify any 
agreement, and they are unwilling 
to enter into one, that will obli- 
gate the city to restore the bridge 
and tunnel to the railroads at any 
time in the future. If the ralroads 
aabndon the Pads Bridge and tun- 
nel, and go on to the Municipal! 
Bridge, it is intended to be a per- 
manent arrangement, and, this be- 
ing true, why should there be any 
Obligation imposed cn the city to 
restore the Eads Bridge and tunne!l 
to the railroads at any time there- 
after? The arrangement ts intend- 
ed by all concerned to be perma- 
nent, regardless of any time limita- 
tion in the contract, 

Terms of Exchange. 

“In the opinion of the commit- 
tee, the raliroads should make the 
following concessions to the city in 
the proposed ordinance, viz.: 

(1) The city must be given the 
exclusive and permanent posses- 
sion and control of the Eads 
» Bridge and tunnel. 

_ €2) The city must have the 

right to make the upper deck 

of the Eads Bridge a free high- 
way, and to alter or destroy the 
tunnel as an approach to the 


(8) There must be no obliga- 
tion upon the city to restore

“One of the provisions of the 
original bridge and tunnel lease 
(July 1, 1881), which the Term- 
inal Association has agreed to 
be bound by, reads as follows: 

l“ourth. That said lessee 
companies shall and will 
maintain and keep the prem- 
ises hereby demised, and 
every part thereof, in good 
condition, and at their own 
expense make all necessary 
repairs and renewals of the 
same, and operate and use 
the same for the purposes 
for which the said lessor 
companies hold the same, 
etc. ; 

“It is further provided in the 
original lease: 

Fifth. That in case of de- 
fault by said lessee companies 
in any of the matters or 
things herein contained or 
provided for, and the contin- 
uance of such default for 60 
days, the sald lessor com- 
panies shall have the right to 
enter upon all and singular 
the premises hereby demised 
and the same to repossess 
and enjoy in the same man- 
ner as if these presents had 
not been made. 

“The Terminal Association is \ 


also bound by this forfeiture 
clause of the original lease. 
“There is no express restric- 
tion in the lease against a sub- 
letting of the properties de- 
m'‘sed, but this so-called lease 
is something more than a mere 
lease. It obligates the lessee 
to ‘operate and use the same,’ 
meaning the bridge, tunnel and 
franchises, ‘for the purposes for 
which the said lessor companies 
hold the same,’ viz: a public 
railroad and toll bridge. Evi- 


dently the purpose of this lan- 
guage is to protect the fran- 
chise against nonuser for an 
unreasonable length of time, 
which would result in their be- 
ing lost. Naturally, a_ wilful 
failure to ‘operate and use the

Arnold’s Opinion on Forfeiture 
Clause of Terminal Lease 


N his legal opinion rendered to the Chamber of Commerce

“If only the physical prop- 
erties were involved, there 
would perhaps be no legal ob- 
stacle in the way of the rail- 
roads to make this contract. 
But, if the effect of the ar- 
rangement is to destroy these 

franchises, who will say the 
contract can be legally made 
without the consent of the les- 
sors? If the railroads perma- « 
nently abandon these physical 
properties to the exclusive pos- 
session and control of the city 
upon the plan proposed, then 
that would be a permanent 
abandonment of the franchises 
under which they are main- 
tained and operated. Since the 
city does not want and will not 
use these franchises, how can 
they be preserved against abso- 
lute destruction without some- 
one, having the legal right, us- 
ing or exercising them, and 
how can this be done by the 
railroads without the possession 
and use of the physical proper- 
tiles to which they relate? 

“The seventh clause of the 
lease undobutedly forbids the 
lessees from voting the com- 
mon stock of the bridge com- 
pany upon any propos'tion ‘in- 
consistent with the preservation 
of this lease.’ The principal, if 
not the only, earning power 
these properties have is in the 
franchises to take tolls and 
rentals for the use of the bridge 
and tunnel. If the franch'ses 
are lost, then the bridge and 
tunnel would very likely be- 
come public property. If that 
be true, then to make such a 
contract would be a clear vio- 
lation of the lease. 

“Upon the expiration, sur- 
render, abandonment or for- 
feiture of the franchise to main- 
tain and operate the bridge, as 
a public toll bridge, it would 
become the property of the 
cities of St. Louis and East St. 
Louis.” 


committee is willing that the rail- 
roads be conceded the following 
grants: 


(4) The railroads must assign 


to the city all revenue derived 
from present users of the Eads 
Bridge and tunnel, other than 
the steam railroads. 

“In return for these grants, the 


(a) The use of the railroad 
deck of the Municipal Bridge. 

(b) The city shall build the 
south approach to the Municipal 
Bridge. 

(c) The railroads shall pay no 
rental for their use of the 
Municipal Bridge and the city’s 
approaches thereto, during the 
term of the contract. 

(d) The railroads shall be re- 
lieved of all future expense for 
the upkeep of and taxes on the 
Eads Bridge and tunnel. 

(e) The maintenance cost of 
and taxes on the Municipal 
Bridge shall be equitably divided 
between the city and the rail- 
roads. 

“If the proposed ordinance {is to 
have any appeal to the public sen- 
timent, its terms must, at least, be 
just to the city, and, the committee 
ingists, just to the railroads. What 
we are trying to arrive at in these 
negotiations is: What is fair to 
both sides.” 

Arnold went on to say that the 
grant which the railroads proposed 
to make to the city ‘‘would neces- 
sarily result in a nonuser for 50 
years of the franchise to take tolls 
on the upper deck of Eads Bridge.” 
However, he said, it was proposed 
that the railroads should retain 
the revenues derived from electric 
lines now using tne upper deck of 
the bridge, which by the new ar- 
rangement would be relegated to 
the lower deck. Arnold questioned 
whether such an arrangement 
would be valid, or whether 
the interurban lines would 
have the right to charge bridge 
tolls, as distinguished from their 
regular fare. Even if this could 
be don, he said( it would not sat- 
isfy the public or the committee, 
whith desire to make Eads Bridge 
a free highway. 

Arnvyvld then discussed the legal 
effect of the proposed deal upon 
she franchise of the present hold- 
ers of Eads Bridge and tunnel and 
came to the conclusion that the 
proposed grant, without the consent 
of the stockholders, would violate 
the lease and destroy the fran- 
chises. His legal argument on this 
point is printed elsewhere in this 
edition. 

In concluding his argument, Ar- 
nold raised the question whether 
approval by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, the  Illinols 
Commerce Commission, and, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
would have the effect of validating 
the arrangement without deatroy- 
ing the franchises. He was in- 
clined to believe that the approval 
of the State and Interstate commis- 
sions would not suffice to over- 
come the legal objections raiss. by 
him. 

In his new opinion on the mat- 
ter, dated July 7, Arnold outlines 
his original opinion, with which, he 
Says, the railroad § representatives 
did not agree. They held that, un- 
der the Federal transportation act, 
they had the right, with the ap- 
proval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, to abandon use of the 
bridge and tunnel whenever it is 
in the public interest for them to 
do so.. 

“I was of a different opinion,” 
Arnold says. 

The two important’ objectives 
sought, Arnold says, were acquisi- 


the city, and use of the railroad 
deck of the Municipal bridge by 
the railroads. The exchange pro- 
posal seemed the only way to ac- 
complish these two ends, hence a 
further effort was made to find a 
solution of the legal difficulties. 
“After much investigation,” Ar- 
nold says, “I suggested to the com- 
mittee the inclusion, in the pro- 
posed ordinance, of a provision to 
the effect that it would not. be- 
come binding on the city or the 
railroads unless and until approved 
by an act of Congress. 

The franchises under which 
Eads Bridge is now operated were 
granted by Congress, and Congress 
has the power to authorize their 
suspension for any period of time 
without loss or damage to their 
owners, in the event they should 
ever desire tu resume control of 
the bridge without the consent of 
the city. As both decks of the 
bridge are instrumentalities used in 
interstate commerce, the lease ig 
subject to the control of Congress. 
Congress may authorize acts by the 
lessees in direct contravention of 
the lease, and if so, then those 
acts, when done, would not, in law, 
constitute a violation of the lease. 
(lL. & N. R. R. Co. v. Mottley, 219 
U. 8. 467.) If the ordinance is 
adopted by the voters of St. Louis, 
and is concurred in by the people 
of East St. Louis, then Congress, 
at the request of the two cities and 
the railroads, would, no doubt, 
pass the necessary legislation to in- 
sure the city’s possession and con- 
trol of the Eads bridge and tunnel 
as an absolute certainty, the stock- 
holders of the bridge company to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

“To further relieve the situation 
of doubt and misunderstanding, 
and to assure the city of getting 
these railroads to use the munici- 
pal bridge, which has been idle for 
10 years, I also suggested to the 
committee that they write a pro- 
»Vision in the ordinance obligating 
the railroads to pay the city a rea- 
sonable rental for their use of the 
municipal bridge, in the event 
that they would, by some unfore- 
seen cause, be prevented from giv- 
ing to the city the use of the 
Eads bridge and tunnel, as pro- 
posed in th eordinance. So that, 
if the vsailroads could not carry 
out their part of the. contract, the 
city would suffer no other loss 
than by its failure to get contro! 
of the Eads bridge and tunnel. but 
would get the maximum use of the 
municipal bridge and a substantia! 
return in the way of rentals for 
such use. The representatives of 
the railroads were so confident of 
their ability to permit the city to 
use Eads bridge and tunnel for an 
indefinite period of time that they 
were willing to assume the hazard 
of paying to the city a large rental 
for their use of the municipal 
bridge, although, under other cir- 
cumstances, they would not use 
that property.

Miller Takes Issue With 
Some Statements Made 
in Editorial in Globe- 
Democrat on Question.

“Editor St. Louis Globe-Democrat,

"My dear Mr. Ray: 

“T note with interest your com- 
ments on the plan I have submitted 
for the use of the Municipal Bridge. 
In view of the importance of this 
problem, I think we should all be 
anxious to discuss it in public. 

‘In your editorial of July 16 you 
make the statement, ‘We think it 
more likely that it will further 
complicate the problem.’ Please 
advise me in what way it will com- 
plicate the problem of using the 
Municipal Bridge. Will it not result 
in the almost immediate use of the 
Municipal Bridge? Will the imme- 
diate use of the Municipal Bridge 
by the Missouri Pacifc Railway in 
connection with the Alton & South- 
ern complicate the problem of river 
traffic? 

Certain “Ifs’’ in Plan. 
“It is true that there are certain 
‘ifs’ in my plan. Compare my plan 
with the proposed exchange ordi- 
nance and you will find many more 
the exchange ordinance 
than in my plan. 
“You ask the further question. 
Will they divert their traffic from 
their own facilities in. order to 
make use of the bridge?’ If it can 
be shown, and_I believe it is a fact, 
that when the southern approach is 
completed and the connections in 
my plan made, this will result in 
greater speed and economy; and, if 
the Terminal Association refuses to 
divert traffic under these condi- 
tions, what will be the answer to 
the charge that will undoubtedly 
be made, that it is trying to throt- 
tle the progresg of St. Louis? 
“You state, further, ‘obviously, 
does not know whether these 
railroads will co-operate in this 
plan or not.’ What would your pa- 
per say if they refused to co-op- 
erate? 

“You further state, ‘of what 
benefit will it be to St. Louis?’ Is 
not any plan which relieves con- 
gestion, provides additional facili- 
ties and reduces the cost of ship- 
ping of great benefit to the City of 
St. Louis? ; 

The Monopoly Argument. 

“You state furthermore, that, ‘St 
Louis cannot get away from. the 
fact that the Terminal Association 
has a virtual monopoly of the term- 
inal facilities of the city and in- 
dustrial district, and nothing worth 
while can be accomplished for the 
betterment of shipping conditions 
unless we recognize that fact and 
induce the association re co-oper- 
ate with us for the expansion and 
{mprovement of our terminal.’ We 
must agree that the Terminal now 
has a virtual monopoly of the 
terminal facilities. Do you main- 
tain that it should continue to have

“These remarks are not intend- 
ed as a criticism of the 1 roposed 
exchange of bridges, but thera are 
certain provisions contained in the 
ordinanc2? as presented tv _ the 
Chamber of Commerce Committee 
that I do not believa any substan- 
tial number of our people wouid 
consent to, namely, (1) the assump- 
tion on the part of the city of any 
obligations in connection with the 
tunnel, until it has been definitelv 
decided that the Terminal Ra‘lirvad 
Association can, y contract, re- 
lieve the city of all uncertainty re- 
garding such obligations: and, (2) 
the granting to tine Terminal Rall- 
road Association of the rizht to 
control the operation of cars over 
the Municipal bridge and to make 
all rules and regula‘iong for such 
use. Under this provision a ru)!- 
road not a member o7 the Termi- 
nal Association might find cause

Mayor's Bridge Bills Receive First 
Reading by Aldermen. 

Mayor Miller’s measures de- 
signed to put the Municipal Bridge 
to work almost immediately by 
permitting the Alton & Southern 
Railroad to cross it and to connect 
with the Missouri Pacific and IIli- 
nois Central Railroads, received 
their first reading today at a spe- 
cial session of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

Following the Mayor's program, 
the board will refer the bills to its 
Public Utilities Committee at a 
meeting tomorrow and will meet 
again at the call of its President 
when the committee is ready to 
report.

As has been told, the measures 
are for the Alton & Southern fran- 
chise across. the bridge and to 
Fourteenth and Gratiot streets. fix.

‘FORT WORTH, Tex., July 20.— 


The Tarrant County Grand Jury 
met today to investigate the kill- 
ing Saturday of D. E. Chipps, lum- 
berman, by the Rev. Dr. Frank 
Norris, in the study of the First 
Baptist Church, of which Dr. Nor- 
ris is pastor. Norris is at liberty 


under $10,000 bond. 

It is understood the grand jury 
undertook to learn whether there 
was more than one eyewitness to 
the shooting. Miss Jane Hartwell, 
Norris’ sceretary, who was in an 
adjoining room at the moment of 
the killing, and L. H. Nutt, deacon 
in the church and an eyewitness to 
the shooting, gave evidence this 
morning and afternoon. In all 14 
witnesses had been called and 11 
additional witnesses were sum- 
moned today. 

The jury at the close of today’s 
hearing adojourned until Wednes- 
day. 

Dr, Norris, in a statement Satur- 
day following the shooting, has 
told of receiving a call shortly be- 
fore Chipps appeared from an ap- 
parently angry man who an- 
nounced he intended to call on the 
pastor. 

Two possibile alternatives lie be- 
fore the grand jury, which includes 
nine of the pastor’s fellow towns- 
men. The jury may indict for 
murder, or may vote no true Dill. 
A future grand jury may still in- 
dict should no true bill be re- 
turmed. This condition frequently 
leads a defendant to demand an 
indictment, as a preliminary to a 
definite disposition of a case. 

In the event of indictment and 
subsequent trial and conviction, the 
degree of guilt and the penalty are 
determined by a jury, which may 
return any one of three verdicts; 
may acquit, 'find the defendant 
guilty of manslaughter, carrying a 
prison term of from two to five 
years, or find him guilty of murder, 
carrying .penalties ranging from 
five years in prison to death in the 
electric chair. 

Cancels New York Engagement. 

Dr. Norris said last night he had 
canceled an engagement to speak 
at the Calvary Baptist Church, New 
York, Aug. 1. He declined to corn- 
ment on reports that the rector of 
the New York Church intended to 
ask him to cancel the engag2m=>nt. 
He said he would conduct reviv.) 
meetings here, instead. 

B. F. Bouldin, chairman of the 
board of trustees of the church and 
attorney for the pastor, declared 
he had not authorized a statement 
that the First Baptist Church was 
in possession of evidence of a plot 
to kill Dr. Norris. J. J. Mickle, 
who described himself as a “gen- 
eral assistant to everything around 
the First Baptist Church,” had is- 
sued a statement telling of the al- 
leged plot. 

Mayor Meacham declined to dis- 
cuss the case. He merely repeated 
that Chipps had given him no inti- 
mation that he intended to call on 
Norris last Saturday.

Sandy started back, too, 
and I saw him move as if to reach 
for his gun. Then came three 
shots, that went over his head, and 
after that they fired some shots 
right at him.

U. S. DENOUNCED 
IN COMMONS FOR 
WAR DEBT POLICY

new, time will be on the side of 


easier and wiser solutions.” 
Much Anti-American Oratory. 
When the Chancellor got up to 
speak, the House nad listened to 
much anti-American oratory. Com- 
mander Hilton Young declared the 
American war professions were 
stultified. Garro Jones denounced 
“the rapacity’ of the United States 
and American manufacturers, not 
to mark any American goods “made 
in the United States,” because of 
the prejudice this aroused against 
them in European countries. 
Former Premier Lioyd George 
answered Mr. Churchill's charge, 
that he might have secured a gen- 
eral debt cancellation when Presi- 
dent Wilson came here at the end 
of the war, through an appeal to 
the United States as a partner in a 
common cause to consider the sac- 
rifice of blood as well as the money 
outlay, by revealing 4 hitherto un- 
known incident. Lloyd Georg de- 
clared that he once did put these 
arguments before the war-time 
President. “I pressed him strong- 
ly,” he said, ‘‘but the President Was 
not in a position to enter into such 
negotiations. 
lloyd George Attacks Baldwin. 
Lloyd George then launched an 
attack on Premier Baldwin for ef- 
fecting the American debt settle- 
ment. The Premier, as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, was the princi- 
pal British negotiator. 
“The thing that has landed Eu- 
rope in all this trouble was this set- 
tlement, made against the advice of 
Premier Bonar Law,” said the Lit- 
eral leader. 
Lloyd George quoted Mellon's 
admission that the United States 
was exacting only the British war 
debt and had forgiven all others, 
collecting only post-armistice Jeots 
from them. Lloyd George fulmin- 
ated against this and declared that 
Baldwin had, in agreeing to the set- 
tlement, “thoroughly muddled” the 
situation, and declared that in- 
stead he should have pressed for a 
world conference on war debts, as 
Bonar Law wished. 
Philip Snowden, former. Labor- |} 
ite Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
also criticised the United States 
strongly. In 15 years, he said, the 
United States will be taking from 
Europe '£80.000,000 a year, the 
equivalent of a day’s labor for 
320,000,000 Europeans. He added 
that America soon will be getting 
more than the whole German re- 
parations, 
“This position cannot continue, 
and it is not in the interest of the 
United States that it should con- 
tinue,” he ended. 
Hilton Young, one of the Brit- 
ish delegates to the League of Na- 
tions Council, declared the United 
States entered the war “because of 
common motives and ideals, ur as 
a mere mercenary,” and spoks of 
the minority of Americans who 
“make commercialism a. god.”’ 
There were several other 
speeches in a similar vein. 
Little was said about the Franco- 
British settlement, the House seem- 
ing to think it unlikely that any 
cash can be obtained in view of the 
fall of the Briand-Caillaux govern- 
ment. Snowden created a stir by 
declaring that, in his opinion, En- 
gland and France soon would be 
forced to unite on a Dawes scheme 
for France.

U, S. ATTACKS PLAN FOR BEER 
WITH MINIMUM EQUIPMENT 


35 Employes of Ohicago Plant Man- 


CHICAGO, July 20.—A new test 
of the ramifications of the Voletead 
act has been begun by Federal au- 
thorities here in a drive on a non- 
alcoholic product, which already 
has resulted in the seizure of the 
Archer Products Co. plant and ar- 
rest of 36 employes. 

Government attorneys intend to 
prove the product, known as “wort” 
is manufactured solely for use in 
making beed, and, therefore, is 
produced in violation of th statutes. 

“Wort,” according to Assistant 
United States District Attorney 
Grossman, is the first essential to 
the manufacture of beer. He said 
that yeast and fermentation would 
transform it into an alcoholic bev- 
erage with pre-Volstead “kick.”

Police to Fight Habeas Corpus 
Proceedings of Gunman 
Held in Pittsburg. 


MY CANTON, egos July 20.—Theories 
that Pittsburg gunmen killed Don 
R. Mellett, Canton publisher, were 
strengthened at @ conference to- 
day between Lieut. Peter Conners 
of the Pittsburg homicide squad 
and Ora Slater, Cincinnati detect- 
ive, conducting the investigation 


for Stark County. 

After the conference, which be- 
gan shortly after midnight, Con- 
ners sped back to Pittsburg to fight 
habeas corpus proceedings brought 
by George Psialias, “George the 
Greek,” held in Pittsburg in the 
investigation of the murder. 

En route to Canton Conners 
stopped at Warren to check phases 
of an alibi offered by Psialias con- 
cerning his movements Thursday 
night and Friday morning. Mellett 
was killed early Friday. 

Admits Registering at Hotel. 

Psialias, Conners said, admitted 

registering in a Warren hotel 
shortly after midnight. Conners 
said it was his opinion that a hotel 
clerk had signed the register for 
Psialias and that this and other 
angles were at variance with the 
suspects’ story. Conners brought 
40 or more Bertillon photographs 
of Pittsburg gangsters for Slater’s 
inspection. 
_ With the mention of Pittsburg 
gunmen and of “Coffee Houses” in 
Pittsburg, Canton and points be- 
tween, it became evident that an 
inter-city underworld feudal sys- 
tem was being brought into the in- 
quiry. 

Slater and Conners were joined 
in conference by H. J. Burton, Co- 
lumbus detective, employed by the 
Canton Daily News, of which Mel- 
lett was publisher. Mellett’s fre- 
quent editorial attacks on the un- 
derworld and its characters are 
accredited with. having caused his 
murder. 

Canton Man May Be Involved. 

Although devoting most of his 
attention to the Pittsburg gunman 
heory, Slater's investigation also 
took into consideration the pos- 
sibility that a Canton underworld 
leader was involved. 

Police completed their delving 
into the underworld last night with 
the interrogation of “Jumbo” 
Crowley, so-called ‘“‘King of the 
Jungles.” Crawley’s familiarity 
with the Canton underworld, it was 
believed, might give the police im- 
portant information in their in- 
quiry.

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COURT RULES HOOVER 
CAN REGULATE RAD 


U. S. Judge Reeves at Kansas 
City Restrains Station WOS 
From Infringing on Time.

KANSAS CITY, July 20.—A radio 
station having accepted a license 
from the Federal Government is 
‘bound to observe the terms of that 
license, Judge Albert Reeves has 
held in Federal District Court here. 
A permanent injunction was issued 
restraining station WOS, the State 
Market Bureau at Jefferson City, 
from infringing on time granted 
station KLDS, operated by the Re- 
organized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, at Independ- 
ence, Mo. 

Both stations operate on the 
same wave length and both hold 
Class B radio broadcasting licenses. 
Under the licenses each was re- 
stricted to certain hours and when 
the marketing bureau began broad- 
casting at hours set for KLDS, the 
latter sought an injunction. 

Judge Reeves pointed out that 
as a condition precedent to obtain- 
ing a license, the plaintiff was re- 
quired by the Secretary of Com- 
merce to agree with the marketing 
bureau of a division of hours. This 
was done, and both the State bu- 
reau and the church operated un- 
der this division of hours. 

The Court held that Congress, 
acting under the commerce clause 
of the Constitution, assumed power 
to regulate and license radio and 
that the parties to the suit recog- 
nized this Federal enactment in 
accepting licenses which required 
them to yield a division of the 
time. 

“While by Section 10,101, U. S. 
Compiled Statutes, 1918, the Sec- 
retary of Commerce may be with- 
out power to impose restrictions 
other than those contained in the 
legislative act, yet he undoubtedly 
will have the right to grant his H- 
cense with such restrictions as the 
parties interested might agree 
upon,” said the opinion.

LONDON, July 20.—Ten Church 


of England Bishops, supported by 
representatives of all the noncon- 
formist churches, except the Ro- 
man Catholic, vainly pleaded with 
Premier Baldwin and five Cabinet 
ministers for two hours yesterday 
afternoon urging them to accept 
the church view that the coal stop- 
page should be enced by the re- 
turn of the miners to work at their 
old wages for a four months’ pe- 
riod, during which a permanent 
settlement can be worked out. 
Premier Baldwin and the other 
ministers refused to accept, th's 
opinion and the church leagers 
withdrew. It was agreed that the 
meeting was to be private and a 
colorless communique was issued 
afterward, 
The New York World and Post- 
Dispatch correspondent obtained 
complete confirmation of reports 
that the King and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury are behind the move 
of the churchmen. Under exist- 
ing conditions His Majesty’s name 
cannot be brought into the contro- 
versy, and all sides are determined 
to keep it out. But the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, who also has been 
anxious to keep in the background 
so far, may soon come into the 
open with a statement supporting 
the miners. Several other Bishops 
are considering taking the stump 
in the miners’ cause. 
The bitterness of the church lead- 
ers at the Prime Minister is in- 
tense. “The leaders of the miners 
and Labor M. P.’s are cheered great- 
ly by the intervention of churches 
and count upon arousing through 
them a nation-wide public opinion 
that may prevent the miners from 
being starved back to work at low- 
er wages or longer hours. The min- 
ing chiefs have been brought around 
to the point where they agree that 
some compromise is needed and 
have privately assured the church 
leaders that they will take slightly 
lower wages, if the owners will 
agree to reorganize the industry. 
The most remarkable feature of 
this unexpected turn in the mining 
dispute is the attitude of the ma- 
jority of the churches in England, 
which has heretofore always been 
strongly conservative. Liberal lead- 
ers, in the lobby of the House of 
Commons, told the New York 
World and Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent that the angry Tory die- 
hards already are talking about dis- 
establishing the churches if the 
Bishop beat the Government on the 
coal issue. 


ONLY THREE NATIONS APPROVE

LLOYD GEORGE MAKES PLEA 
FOR ORGANIZED JUSTICE 


Tells Christian Endeavor Oonven- 
tion Youth Must Banish War 
Idea From World’s Future.

LONDON, July 20.—The _ su- 
preme task of the generation now 
arising is to achieve the substitu- 
tion of organized justice for or- 
ganized violence, said former Pre- 
mier Lloyd George in addressing 
the Seventh World Convention of 
Christian Endeavor in the Crystal 
Palace today. 

“We old fellows,” he sald, “were 
brought up in a world that regard- 
ed armaments, with occasional 
wars, as part of the grim essentials 
of human civilization. The most 
horrible, the most devastating and 
the greatest of wars will have yet 
to come, unless youth tears that 
idea from the heart of  civiliza- 
tion.” 

Lloyd George, in a stirring con- 
clusion in which he declared that 
armaments provoked and precipi- 
tated fighting, said: 

“Europe had been drinking of 
armaments until it got delizium 
tremens in 1914, and it 1s going on 
drinking secretly now. Youth must 
take it in hand. They have faith 
and hope, I believe, in the bright 
future. Let them make it so.”

Tagging 
after him sometimes would be one 
or another lad, learning to restrain 
his boyish tendency to chase rab- 
bits and frighten birds, learning 
where the wood ferns grew and 
the tall wild larkspur. 

This summer one of those’ lads, 
now known as John Kellogg of 
Shaw’s Garden, and with a repu- 
tation as the foremost authority 
on Missouri wild flowers, has re- 
discovered some that have been 
lost for 30 years since they were 
listed by the old Allenton, school 
master, George W. Letterman. 
These and more than 700 other 
varieties of Missouri plants, many 
of which have been driven from 
the immediate vicinity of St. Louis 
by industry have been found in 
profusion in the Gray’s Summit 
extension of the Garden, 38 miles 
west of St. Louis on Manchester 
road. 


Planting Many Rare Flowers. 

Not only have rare wild flowers 
been found growing there in pro- 
fusion. More than 18,000 others, 
some nearing extinction in North 
America, have been ‘planted there 
in a 500-acre wild reservation that 
they may not be lost to posterity. 
Some 25,000 exotics have been 
gathered from all parts of the 
world. Eight special greenhouses 
have been completed along lines 
originated at Shaw’s Garden to 
shelter an orchid collection recent- 
ly made the greatest of any pub- 
lic garden. 

About 10,000 evergreens are 
growing for an 80-acre pinetum 
that is to begin the transformation 
of this 1300-acre .“‘paradise for 
botanists” into the garden spot of 


} Missouri. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter visited 
this huge garden spot recently with 
the wild-flower expert. Kellogg 
the garden’s horticulturist, George 
H. Pring, and its floriculturist, Paul 
A. Kohl. The first impression was 
of luxuriant vastness. Somehow 
the mere figures, 1300 acres, fail to 
prepare one for a tract the size of 
Forest Park, with a front along the 
Meramec River more than two 
miles long—nearly as far as from 
Broadway to Grand boulevard. 

Redolent Expanse of Beauty. 

For much more than a mile the 
Pacific road lies along the prop- 
erty. A mile ahead to the right 
gleam the orchid-houses under 
their tall smokestack, up at the in- 
tersection of Manchaster road. Far

off to the left, but still on the 


tract, a yellow farmhouse is dimly 


visible in the smoky haze of the 
hills. Whole rich farms ‘lie be- 
tween. : 
The expanse is redolent with the 
manifold beauty of the Meramec 
Valley; “good brown earth,” fresh 
from the plow; hundreds of acres 
of soll-enriching crops and oats, 
green and golden; virgin forests 


with more than 50 kinds -of-native 


trees and uncounted varieties of 
smaller plants in a 600-acre:tan- 
gle. of luxuriance; lofty. bluffs 
above the: river.and high rolling 
meadowland from which one can 
see the crags at: Pacific,’ four miles 
away. 


One of these hilltop meadows |9 


in the center of the garden, a truly 
commanding site, has, been chosen 
for a parking field. It will be 
reached by one of the two circu- 
lar drives from the entrance when 
the garden becomés a public play- 
ground. That is a matter of years, 
for development of this vast acre- 
age is an overwhelming project for 
the garden, tax-choked as it is by 
city taxes and paying the city even 
for the water which keeps §its 
plants alive at the garden.in town. 


Adequate Supply of Water. .. 


Water will be -no problem a 


Gray's Summit. A. 200-foot well 
which delivers 3500 gallons in 
eight hours by an automatic 


pumping system is backed up by a 
150,000-gallon cistern - and ‘an 
eight-acre lake with a capacity of 
6,000,000 gallons. The artificial, 
lake, in addition to its practical 
purpose, will be a scenic asset of 
the 80-acre pinetum for which the 
garden already is gathering rare 
evergreens from the far corners. of 
the world. The shorter of the two 
circular drives will thread the 
grove of evergreens passing near 
the orchid houses at the south. 


These orchid houses are .an 
achievement in themselves. One 
unique feature,. worked out by 


Shaw’s Garden experts, Is a, $14,- 
000 system of shades of which 100 
feet can be manipulated by each 
winch—an important advantage in 
orchid culture. Another innova- 
tion is construction of the benches 
as shallow troughs to hold water in 
which lillies may be grown and, at 
the same time, will provide maxi- 
mum humidity for the orchids, The 
great collection in the city garden 
is being moved to these houses, and 
to them will be taken rare speci- 
mens from the famous Powell 
Gardens in Panama, which recent- 
ly was given to Shaw's Garden. 

Under an oak-grove a half-mile 
back in the garden is the nursery 
where most of the 25,000 exotics 
have been planted. Here are thou- 
sands of evergreens for the pine- 
tum, including 3000 from China 
and Austria; six long rows of in- 
fant Chinese trees and shrubs, i¢ 
Chinese lilies, and more thousands 
consistitig of new French varie- 
ties of Hlac, rhododendron, azalea, 
holly and others. 

In the Wilderness Preserve. 


About a mile across the garden 
to the southwest is the wild reser- 
vation. Here are six high- ridges, 
with six shaded valleys and six se- 
ries of open rocky giades on the hill- 
sides, ending in the bluffs and the 
Meramec.

COPENHAGEN, June 23.—Den- 
mark takes its liquor problem much 
less seriously than do either Nor- 
way or Sweden. Nonetheless, this 
country has a temperance policy 
which it applies with considerable 
effect. It is, briefly, to make the 
price of alcohol so high, by means 
of taxation, that temperance will 
become to some extent a matter of 
financial - necessity. 

Before the war the Danish na- 
tion bothered very little over the 
question of prohibition. There wag, 
of course, a dry movement, but it 
made much more headway through 
urging personal abstinence from al- 
cohol than it did in the direction of 
influencing. legislation. 

During the World War Denmark 
in common with the other neutral 
countries of Europe, experienced a 
sharp increase in general prospér- 
ity. ._The working classes, in pos- 
session of higher wages than they 
had ‘ever befote known, were able 
to switch from beer to the stronger 
forms of spirits which hitherto had 
been little used by them. The Dan- 
ish army was mobilized, but as it 
was never called into action the 
monotony of military discipline led 
to intensive drinking by soldiers on /. 
leave. aiche 

Denmark after the war saw her 
Northern neighbors experimenting 
with various forms of liquor con- 
trol, but the results did not seem to 
the Danes to justify the consider- 
able curtailment of personal liberty 
which they inevitably entailed. As 
an alternative to prohibition or gov- 
ernment monopoly it was suggested 
that Denmark should try the ex- 
pedient of making alcohol expen- 
sive. A beginning was made on 
this process shortly after the armis- 
tice, but the .present liquor laws 
date from 1924. _. 

Tax 519 Percent of Actual Value. 

The price which one pays in a 
restaurant today for a bottle of 
good brandy is 15 Danish crowns 
or about $4.. The wholesale value 
f this bottle is 1.41 crowns. Of the 
difference of 13.59 crowns it is com- 
puted that 7.29 crowns goes in some 
-~>rm of taxes. This is 519 per cent 
of the original value and is said 
to be the highest taxation of the 
sort in the world. 

The bottle of whisky or brandy, 
before it reaches the consumer in 
the restaurant, has paid five dif- 
ferent taxes: 

1. The, distillation tax of 0.60' 
crown’'a liter at 100 per cent 
strength. 

2. Ah‘excise tax of 15 crowns‘a 
liter at 100 per cent strength. 

3. The tax on wholesalers’ li- 
censes of 1 per cent of-the whole- 
salers’ revenue. 

4. The hotel keepers’ and gen- 
eral tax.of 1 per cent on profits. 

5. The apecial restaurant: tax of 
10 per cent of. each Dill. 


The actual application of all 
these taxes is difficult to compute, 
as they are assessed on a basis of 
proof spirit—that is, on the tech- 
nical assumption that each taxed 
liter of epirit is 100 per cent al- 
cohol.-: As a matter of fact, the 
average strength of bottled spirits 
here ‘is 40 to 45 per cent and the 
standard hottfe. contains three- 
fourths of a liter. 

Comparative Prices. _ 

Naturally, the last two taxes do 
not apply if the bottle is bought 
over the counter of a wine shop, 
but in this case some proportion 
of the retail license tax must be 
added. In retail liquor etores the 
price of a recognized brand of 
Scotch whisky is 12% crowns: in 
1914 it was 2% crowns. Hen- 
nessay’s brandy (one star) is il 
crowns. Port and sherry average 
about four crowns a bottle, natur- 
ally varying greatly with age and 
brand. Liqueurs run from eight 
to 10 crowns a bottle. French 
wines vary so greatly in price that 
it would be difficult to give any 
accurate figures, put in general 
they seemed rather more expensive 


than, for -~-instance, ‘in England, 


where & reasonably good Burguh- 
dy or Bordeaux costs between $1 
and $2 a bottle. There is a cus- 
toms duty’on all ‘alcohol import- 
ed, the rate’ being four crowns a 
liter on still wines in bottles ‘and 
six on sparkling’ wines. . 
Beer, onthe contrary, gets off 
very lightly. It’ is subject only to 
an excise tax of 21 crowns a bar- 
rel, and has a large extent ro- 
gained its old’status as the stand- 
ard drink of the Danish people 
generally. The greater part of it 
is very weak’ (3.25 per cent alco- 
hol by weight), and after sam- 
plying it one finds it difficult to un- 
derstand how any one with nor- 
mal powers of resistance to alco- 
hol could drink enough of it to 
produce. any effect of intoxication. 
They also brew an export ale, said 
to have “kick” enough to satisfy 
any one. 

Together with this high taxation 
there exists in Denmark a most 
comprehensive system of distribu- 
tion of alcohol. Not only in hotelg, 
restaurants and wine shops, but 
also in groceries, tobacco shops 
and drug stores there are bottled 
goods for sale. The law of March, ’ 
1924, permits the issuance of one 
liquor license for each 450 inhab- 
itants in large towns. In the small- 
er towns and country districts the 
local councils, with the approval 
of the local police, regulate the 
granting of licenses. ak 


Some District Prohibition. - 
Under this local option system 
few districts, but not many, neti 
voted for prohibition.

Locust Pest Not So Bad. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
mM: attention has just been called to 
an article which appeared in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch July 11, referring to 
the 17-year locust or cicada, which is 
due to appear in Missouri in 1927. 


The brood of cicadas about which the 
United States Bureau of Entomdélogy has 
issued a warning and which is due to 
appear in 1927 is one of the 17-year 
broods. We have definite records on all 
broods of cicadas since 1893. Our first 
@efinite records of this brood which ap- 
pears in 1927 was collected in 1898, and 
at that time the records were obtained 
from Kansas, Colorado, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana and Illinois. Im 19106 it. 
again appeared and records were ob- 
tained from Kansas, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and North Caro- 
lina. It is very doubtful, therefore, if 
there will be any of this brood show up 
at all in Missouri next year, as wé have 
no records of tts occurrence in Missouri 
either in 1893 or in 1910. 

In case it does appear, it will mot be 
fin large enough numbers to cause any 
damage, so probably the least which can 
be said about this brood of cicadas the 
better it will be, because a large number 
ef farmers have an idea that the cicadas 
cause very serious damage to fruit trees. 
Bometimes they do cause a bit of dam- 
age, but even in 1920, when we had a 
rather large brood of the 13-year cicadas 
here in Missouri, very little damage was 
caused to fruit trees or any other tree. 
Naturally, the cicada is a rather inter- 
esting Insect and people are curious 
about it, with the result that ft makes 
good material for a story and it is very 
easy to misiead people regarding the 
@eriousness of a brood of cicadas. I 
hope, therefore, that in case you write a 
story regarding thie brood of cicadas that 
you will not discourage the planting of 
fruit trees.

Dividing the Jobs. 

To the Waiter of the Post-Dispatch. 
NOTICE from the press that Cockrell 
ané Meredith have dtvided the United 
States senatorship between them. as 
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freight-handling facilities, and are willing to let the 
city use the obsolete—from a railroad standpoint— 
Eads Bridge and tunnel, for vehicular and street car 
travel. 

The Mayor’s ordinance in no way militates against 
the use of the Municipal Bridge by the Terminal 
Railroad Association. In fact, it provides for the 
use of the bridge by all the railroads, on equal terms. 

Ostensibly, the railroad combine’s ordinance does 
the same thing when it says: 

Section 5.—The use of the Municipal Bridge, 
granted to the Railroads by this ordinance, 
is not and shall never be exclusive of the right 
of other railroad companies to use thé munici- 
pal Bridge for the movement thereover of 
railroad traffic, under their own power, for 
and on terms and conditions of exact equality 
with the Railroads, and the City reserves the 
right to grant to any other railroad company 
or companies a like use of the Municipal 
Bridge, for and on like and equal terms and 
conditions the use of which is granted the 
Other users of the railroad deck of the Munici- 
pal Bridge for their use thereof shall belong 
and be paid to the Railroads. 


However, the joker, the nigger in the woodpile, lies 
in the words, “Provided, that all charges paid by 
other users of the railroad deck of the Municipal 
Bridge for their use thereof shall belong and be paid 
to the railroads.” 

The Terminal Rallroad Association asserts that its 
combine is not a profit-taking one: that its 
interchange service is rendered at actual cost of the 
work involved. If this is true, what importance is it 
to them whether the independent railroads pay the 
service charge for using the Municipal Bridge to 
them or into the city’s treasury? 

There is nothing in the Mayor's ordinance to pre- 
vent them from realizing their ambition of improving 
the greatly needed terminal facilities of St. Louis, 
by building all the approaches they need to the Mu 
nicipal Bridge and using it to expedite and cheapen 
their cost of transportation. 

In exchange for the use of the Eads Bridge and 
tunnel the city will remit their fees over the Munici- 
pal Bridge, sufficient to pay all the interest charges 
on the stocks and bonds of the Bads Bridge and tua- 
nel, and will renew their valuable franchises, which 
must be refunded to the amount of $10,500,000 in 
1928-29-30. 

The other terminal improvements, ske ly out- 
lined in their ordinance, should never have been in- 
troduced as a matter of barter. These improvements 
the railroads should make in their own interest, and 
to protect their own earning power. 

The Aldermen should not be misled by specious er 
clap-trap argument. The adoption of the Mayor’s 
ordinance would widen the St. Louis gateway, intro- 
duce healthy competition in service, improve trans- 
portation facilities and reduce service charges, which 
ultimately will mean lower freight rates.

AND HYDE? RURAL 
POLITICIANS ASK 


Many Missourians, Both 
Democrats and Republi- 
cans, Puzzled Over Tat- 
tics of Senate Campaigns. 


SENATOR HAS FAILED 


Yr {| TO SPEAK FOR HAWES 


Former Governor Has 


Dropped Out of Sight 
After Some Activities for 


Senator Williams. 


By OURTIS A. BETTS. 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., July 20. — 
Democrats and Republicans of 
rural Missouri are bothered about 
questions of political tactics in the 
senatorial campaigns. Or rather, 
they are wondering whether the 
Situations they can’t understand 
are ones of political tactics or 
whether they just can't be helped 
by the interested candidates. Ask 
any Democrat of prominence out 
in the State for his views on the 
political situation and he counters 
with the question, “‘Why isr.’t Jim 
Reed campaigning for Harry 
Hawes?” 

Ask any Republican the sam. 
thing and he comes right ba 
with the question, ‘““‘What’s becoi«s 
of Arthur Hyde in the Williams 
campaign?” 

Usually the Democrat has some 
sort of an answer for his own 
question, sometimes several an- 
swers, but he is not certain wheth- 
er any of them solves his proble 
or whether all of them do. 

Expectation as to Reed. 

It had been expected by ‘re 
Democrats generally, whether 
friendly or unfriendly to Hawes, 
that when he announced his op- 
position to the World Court he had 
won Senator Reed's support, but 
with the campaign progressed to 
within two weeks of the primary 
election and not a speech from 
Reed nor even a public statement 
of indotsement of Hawes’ candi- 
dacy the Democrats out in the 
country, where much time is occu- 
pied in attempting to analyze the 
cause and effect of all political de- 
velopments have became consi‘cr- 
ably worked up about Reed. Tney 
recall David ”n Proctor’s cha.- 
lenge to Senator Williams to tate 
whether it be true that he i! 
boasted that he voted for Red 
in 1922, and Williams’ failure to 
answer the question. 

This has raised a question of 
whether Reed believes Williams 
voted for him and for that reason 
would be embarrassed to appear 
publicly in support of a Democrat 
who may be William's opponent in 
the general election. 

The increasing ’gossip of “Reed 
for President” also has its place 
in discussions of his attitude in the 
Hawes campaign. Some Democrats 
say that Reed, notwithstanding 
his remarkable success in winning 
in 1922, does not care to revive old 
fights and that he has no wish 
to arouse again the opposition of 
rural Democrats who fought him 
in 1922 and whose opposition might 


“pcause him trouble if he should de- 


‘cide to seek instructed delegates 
from Missouri to the next National 
convention. 

Incident of 1922 Recalled. 

One steadfast supporter of Reed, 
who also is supporting Fauwes, re- 
called that Hawes took no active 
part in the last Reed senatorial 
campaign when the Senator needed 
help if ever a candidate did. But 
he did not offer that as an expla- 
nation. He said he was confident 
that Hawes had Reed's support. He 
did not know why Reed was not 
making speeches. 

The explanation which apparent- 
ly hag found more favor than any 
other is that there might be a 
question whether the Hawes or- 
ganization would feel that speech- 
es by Reed would benefit Hawes. 
In this connection it is being talked 
that Hawes is vitrually certain to 
obtain the support of all Demo- 
crats whom Reed could influence 
and that activity by Reed might 
have the very opposite of a desired 
effect. 

It conceivably could have the 
effect of alienating many voters 
who, although antagonistic to 
Reed, are supporting Hawes. Some 
of thesé had fights with themselves 
before they lined up with Hawes, 
particularly after Hawes repudiated 
his stand in favor of the World 
Court, an action which some Court 
advocates felt was influenced by 
his desire to make a definite peace 
with Reed. 

However, the question has no 
poss'bilities of effecting the cam- 
paign. It is an interesting topic 
of conversation among groups of 
politicians, but it is not making or 
costing Hawes any votes. 

The Republicans are interested 
in the aelf-elimination of Hyde 
from the Williams campaign. As 
head of the Williams State Organi- 
zation Cemmittee he had been ex- 
pected to deliver a number of 


| speewhen, He delivered one in | 


— City, making some remarks 
about Walter S. Dickey, and a few 
days later was included with the 
executives of the Kansas City Star 
in a $3,000,000 damage suit by 
Dickey. Then he went fishing and 
nothing since has been heard from 
him in the campaign,

Furnace, Then Cold Water, Then

of apparatus to test the fire re- 
sistance of building walls and the 
same time, has been perfected by 
Underwriters’ Laboratories. 

In the shape of a movable frame 
of I beams, into which a test wall 
of any desired sort may be built, 
the apparatus has a row of hy- 


draulic jacks across the bottom, 
which can apply up to 200 tone of 
pressure, to stimulate the weight of 
a wall several stories high.

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Bagdad’s “Queen” Was Rare 
Diplomat Who Ruled Wild 
» Tribes of Desert With Ease 


Only Hints Have Been Published of Strange Career of Dainty Poet 
Who Was Known as the Mystery Woman of 
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/ By Marguerite Mooers Marshall | 
The Mystery Woman—the Uncrowned Queen of 


Mesopotamia—Boikys, the new Queen of Sheba! 
Those are a few of the descriptive titles unofficial- 
ly but popularly given to Miss Gertrude Lowthian 
Bell, the English huntress, poet, explorer, traveler 
and woman behind the British throne in the Near 
East, whose death has just been announced from 


England. 

Only incomplete hints and rumors have as yet 
been published about Mias Bell’s extraordinary pow- 
er and achievements in the politics of Mesopotamia 
and of the British Empire, but anyone who can read 
between the lines realizes that if the true story of 
her life is ever written it will rival the fictions of 
international intrigue produced by E. Phillips Op- 
penheim or Talbot Mundy. Even in this day of 
feminine achievement, “Gertrude’s” career was 
unique, 

Her official title at the time of her death was 
Oriental Secretary to the High Commissioner of Iraq. 
But as “Gertrude” every Englishman from Cairo to 
Teheran knew her for the years during which she 
seems to have played the combined roles of a best- 
seller female spy, a political Egeria and a Rider 
Haggard “she-who-must-be-obeyed” heroine. 

“Tt has been said,” declares the Westminster Ga- 
vette, “that the real power in Iraq was not the British 
High Commissioner but this small and slender En- 
glish woman.” 


WHY BRITAIN SPENDS MONEY 


“The reason why the British taxpayer pours out 
his money in Arab lands,” the London Daily Express 
asserted a fow years ago, “is a romantic one—the 
wonderful woman, Miss Gertrude Lowthian Bell. 
From Bagdad she had become the Egeria of the 
Cabinet and to a great extent has even muzzied 
the opposition.” 

Why—and how? 

First, because Gertrude Lowthian Bell must have 
been born with ag luminous intelligence and a gift 
of diplomacy amounting to genius. 

Second, because for more than 30 years she devot- 
ed herself to understanding the shy, restless, fierce 
people of the Near East and to winning their con- 
fidence. She seems never to have abused it, but she 
undoubtedly used it as a loyal Englishwoman for the 
interests of the Empire. 

“Gertrude” was born the daughter of Sir Hugh Bel?, 
one of the richest and most powerful of England's 
ironmasters. As a girl she studied at Oxford and 
received many scholastic honors. She won distinc- 
tion as a mountaineer, being the first person to nego- 
tiate the narrow and dangerous ridge between the 
Little and Great Welhorn in the Swiss Alps. 

She undertook her first expeditions through Cen- 
tral Asia, Arabia and the Near East in the cause 
of geographical and archaeological research. She 
was splendidly equipped for such work, not merely 
with money, but with a knowledge of Arabic, Per- 
sian, Turkish and many native dialects; also, one 
gathers, with a genuine gift for getting en with 
native tribes. 

She had no special guards for her caravans, yet 
in all her years of desert work she is said to have 
been raided but once or twice, and then to have 


recovered her possessions as soon as the wild tribes- 
men realized her identity. 

She was the only woman to travel across the wild 
deserts of Arabia, and for this achievement was 
awarded the gold medal of the Royal Geographical 
Society. She wrote, before 1914, “The Desert and the 
Sown,” “Amurath to Amurath,” “Poems From the 
Divans of Hafiz” and a number of other fascinating 
volumes in verse and prose. 

But it was the outbreak of the war which gave 
her her great opportunity. She knew the Near East 
as but two or three men in the British Empire 
knew it, and she used her knowledge for all it was 
worth to her country—just how much that was only 
England's secret archives can tell. She was the 
only woman allowed on the Near East firing line 
and was rated as a Staff Major on the books, al- 
though one of the commanding Generals admitted 
gravely that she did not wear a uniform in Mesopo- 
tamia. “Uniform,” he explained, “was a spine pad 
and a pair of shorts.” 

But it is known that, disguised as a native woman 
or a native doctor, she “vanished” for months to- 
gether, wandering about Bagdad or among the native 
tribes of the desert. She used all her influence to 
keep the wild, restless peoples on the side of the 
Entente, and she brought back so much valuable 
information to the British Intelligence Service that 
Germany is said to have put a price on her head. 

She was mentioned four times in dispatches and 
the Order of Commander of the British Empire was 
conferred on her. Five years ago her review of the 
Civil Administration of Mesopotamia was published, 
the first Government white paper ever written by 
@woman. She was made assistant political officer 
in Bagdad in 1917, and two years later given the 
post of Oriental secretary. 


HER AFTER-WAR WORK 


Probably she did work after the war as valuable 
as her services while the fighting was going on. The 
Arabs had been always especially devoted to her— 
it was they who gave her the names of “El Sitt” 
(“The Woman”) and “Bolkys,” the Arabian name 
for the Queen of Sheba. And so it was natural that 
she became the trusted adviser of the Arabian King, 
Feisal. He is said to have been completely under 
the sway of her tactful influence, and she induced 
his Queen to adopt Western ideas and dress. 

She kept open house in Bagdad for the desert 
chieftains whose salt she ate while her caravans 
were moving through their country. She talked to 
them in their own tongue, inquired about their crops 
and their children and through them kept in touch 
with all the intrigues which make lifes in the Best 
interesting and unsafe. 

Being a women, she also haé the sar of the wom- 
en-folk of the Eastern lands—and no Englishman, 
however brilliant a diplomat, could penetrate the 
zenana, 

With all her adventurous daring she remained a 
most feminine person. She would travel long jour- 
neys through dangerous lands by camel, by horse, 
by boat or by Ford, wearing the simplest and most 
sensible rough garb. But always, it is related, she 
took with her lovely frocks from the Rue de la Paix, 
in which she dined every evening. One shrewd ex- 
planation of her success in dealing with the Oriental 
temperament is that it keenly appreciated the union, 
in her, of the mind of a man with the grace, the 
charm, the personal daintiness of a woman,

He is 32, brave, ad- 
venturous, extremely democratic and, according to his photographs, 
not at all bad looking. He possesses one quality of eligibility not 
possessed by the Prince of Wales inasmuch as he already Is a King 
while Wales may have to wait some time before he ascends the throne 
of England. Moreover, the British heir seems not matrimonially in- 
clined, while Boris, it is reported not for the first time, is seeking a 


wife. 


Dispatches from Sofia recently announced that the King had 
left his capital on a matrimonial errand, his destination Switzerland, 
though information as to any particular maiden at whose feet he in- 
tends to lay bis heart and hand and throne, was lacking. 


There may be any number of 
eligible Princesses sojourning in 
that international summer resort 
and refuge of political neutrality, 
but an interesting fact is that what 
with the laws of Bulgaria not 
countenancing morganatic mar- 
riages, whomsoever the royal fa- 
vor descends upon, whether she be 
royal or not, will be entitled to 
all the honors due to royalty. The 
mother of future kings of this lit- 


‘tle constitutioned monarchy is not 


obliged to be of royal birth. The 
King may look where he will for 
a wife. So anything may hap- 
pen, you see. 

American Once Saggested. 

Once, just after the war with its 
disastrous consequences to Bul- 
garia, when the old King had ab- 
dicated, taking with him every- 
thing of value he could lay hands 
upon, leaving the State treasury 
bankrupt, revolutions breaking out 
every few days and a Prime Min- 
ister chosen from the peasantry as 
a sop to agitation in favor of a re- 
public, Stamboulisky, the Prime 
Minister thus chosen, demanded 
that Boris marry at once a wealthy 
bride and suggested, in view of 
unstable conditions elsewhere, an 
American heiress as the logical se- 
lection.
